Subject: Motor Vehicle citation complaint

On April 26", 2016 4mm came to the front counter to complain about a motor 
vehicle violation she was being cited for, and the manner in which she was informed by Officer Dan 
Collins. In this incident Officer Collins (who was still in uniform from his previous shift) pulled up behind 
uU in his personal vehicle, got out of his car and walked up to the driver's side window to inform 

WERE she would be cited. He also called in the incident over his portable radio. | advised @ 
Kelsey that Officer Collins was within his right to inform her that he was mailing her a citation. NI 
Kelsey did not appear satisfied with my appraisal of the encounter and did not believe the officer 
followed proper protocol. She was then informed if she believed there to be police misconduct she 
could file a complaint. Gm stated she did not wish to file a complaint at this time, but stated she 
may come in at a later time to do so. 


On April 28", 2016900 then came in to file a complaint against Officer Daniel 
Collins about the incident that occurred on April 26'^, 2016. This complaint was then processed by Lt. 
Couture and forwarded to the Internal Affairs unit. This complaint was then screened out by the 
Internal Affairs division as a NON-I.A. event and sent back to me. | then followed up with elIEMMIMP 
over the recorded phone line in operations and advised her that the disposition of the complaint filed 
showed that there wasn’t any improper conduct on behalf of Officer Collins. She again stated that she 
was not satisfied and informed me that she would be contacting the Chief and our conversation ended.
